UNIVERSALISM IN A DYING HOUR. 

Mr. Curpman,—You, and other editors, friend- 
ly to truth, will give the following narrative a 
place in your paper, as the dying request of Da- 
vid W. Bell, once a zealous advocate for the doc- 
trine of Universal Salvation. 

Mr. B. through the solicitation of others, about 
twelve months ago, forwarded to the Gospel Ad- 
vocate, a Universalist paper, then published at 
Buffalo, and now at Auburn, a letter which he 
had written to his father in defence of that doc- 
trine, and one which his father had previously 
written to him against it. These letters were 
published, with the names of the father and son 
subjoined. 

Soon after the letters met the public eye, the 
son was called in the Providence of God, by the 
sudden death of two of his youngest brothers, to 
visit his affiicted parents, residing in Windham, 
Greene County. Here he was seized with the 
typhus fever, and was soon brought to view the 
time as not far distant, when he himself must ex- 
change worlds, and appear before his Omniscient 
Judge. Now it was with him an_ honest hour, 
and his presumptuous heart, that could boldly 
challenge the injustice of God, now yielded to 
the convictions of truth. 

He exclaimed one day to his father, ‘ Father, 
I find eternal punishment, which I have so long 
disputed, now to be an awful reality.” 

At another time he says, ‘As soon as I am 
dead, write to brother E. in M , and to Z. T. 
and S. T.—that the doctrine we have tried to 
propagate, is an awful delusion—that it forsook 
me on a death-bed.” 

Ilis conviction of the nature of sin was clear 
and pungent. Sometimes he would ery aloud to 
God for mercy—-again entreat his Maker to an- 
nibilate him--sometimes he would call on others 
to pray—again would beg them not to pray for 
him, for he had already sealed his own damna- 
tion. Oh!” said he, ‘it can alone be for the 
glory of God and the good of others, for me to be 
damned. I[ must be damned! I am damned !-- 
damned to al! eternity!! I cannot live in peace— 
I cannot die in peace, without an assurance that 
my renunciation of that delusive and dangerous 
heresy—-the doctrine of Universalism, shall be 
made as public as my defence of it was. 
I speak once to those deluded Universalists!” 
This he cannot do. His eyes are closed in the 
long slumber of the tomb. He died Sept. 29, 


1827.

SLAVERY AND WAR. 

Let it not be said that there is no express pre- 
ceptin the Christian code against slavery or 
against war. ‘There is more than an express 
precept against them; there is its whole spirit 
and purpose, its whole temper and influence. 
Show me a man, who, in the spirit of Christiani- 
ty and with the authority of its founder, can drag 
an unoffending fellow creature from his country 
and kindred and wake him his slave; ora man, 
who, in the spirit of Christianity and with the 
authority of its Founder, can match humbly, 
meekly, and forgivingly to seek the life of his 
brother man in the red battle, and I will grant that 
in these particulars I have overrated the influence 
of my religion, aod that we must go to philoso- 
phy and reason alone for arguments and princi- 
ples on the subjects of slavery and war. 

INFERIORITY OF REASON. 

Nor let me be thought to disparage reason. I 
disparage her not, when I say that she halts be- 
hind God’s word, and beats the path where Chris- 
tianity had preceded her. What better proof of 
this can there be, than that she is, from time to 
time, approving and confirming the decisions, 
which Christianity uttered almost two thousand 
years ago? We talk of the march of the intel- 
lect, and the rapid strides of moral improvement ;

INFLUENCE OF CHRISTIANITY, 
Domestic and Private. 

It is a misapprehension of Christianity, to sup- 
pose that it is something which exists out of the 
boundaries of human feeling and the human 
mind. [tis not an indefinable something, living 
independently of our hearts and thoughts. The 
religion of Christ, as generally adopted, is noth- 
ing more thaw the opinions and practices, which 
are united with the Christian name by those who 
assume it. The religion of Christ, in reality, is 
just so mach of those opinions and practices as 
can be authorized by the written laws and the 
; manifest spirit of Christianity, and is produced 
by them. ‘These opinions and practices consti- 
tute the effects of Christianity in and upoe the 
world. ‘he public influences of this religion 
flow, therefore, from the private, because the 
loriner are the aggregate of the latter. Still they 
may be separately considered, for in some noints 
of view the spheres of their action are distinct. 

The influence of Christianity over private mo- 
rals and domestic life, [ shall consider as princi- 
pally derived from three of its characteristics; 
from its strict morality; from. its peacefal and 
gentle spirit; and from its sublime faith. 

With regard to the morality of the gospel, it 
is difficult to make any selection from among 
its various influences, because it enters so broad- 
ly and generally into the relations of life. The 
golden rule alone, as it has been termed, of do- 
ing to others as we would that others should do 
to us, has been of great efficacy in_the dealings 

between man aud man. It touches at once the 
| self-love of men, and: no sooner touches it, than, 
; by a happy alehymy, it transmutes that very self- 
_love into benevolence and justice. , 
But Christian morality is vot satisfied with com- 
| manding the outward actions; it extends its do- 
| minion to the thoughts; and he is not a true be- 
liever nor a true subject, who does not acknowl- 
edge its sway in the deepest and innermost cham- 
bers of his breast. Motives and intentions must 
be pure and holy, as well as the conduct. ‘They 
must be regulated as carefully.
